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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 2, Applicant argues that McGee 
does not disclose the second electronic document (i.e. the new version or updated document) indicated by the user-dependent association 
information being dependent on an identified user at the client. However, Applicant's IDS 7,062,765 by Pitzel et al discloses the client 
profile contains client conditions which include the user identifier, and the user identifier may be used to determine each component or 
version to be downloaded to the client when an upgrade is requested (see column 8, line 64 through column 9, line 15 and column 9, lines 
54-65; and column 10, lines 2-12). Although Pitzel et al discloses how the user identifier may be interpreted in different embodiments, 
Pitzel et al clearly states "a user identification number that is associated with the user". In addition, as noted by Pitzel et al in column 5, 
lines 35-36 and lines 60-63, the user is an identified user at the client because the configuration file contains user information, and the 
components to be downloaded are based upon both the client profile and the configuration file which contains user registration information. 

Regarding claims 8, 48, and 53, in response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., controlling access to specific page(s), paragraph(s), and/or word(s) 
in the document) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
Regarding claims 9, 28, and 54, in response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness 
by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091,231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

The arguments with respect to the other claims have already been addressed in the previous rejection(s). For at least the reasons stated 
above, the request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance.. 
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
